Paul’s Monastery, Detroit, 
and in 1937 he went to the 
Philippines at the request of 
President Manuel Quezon to 
organize a chaplains corps. 

Ft. Edwin had met Quezon 
in 1931 when the future 
president was recovering 
from tuberculosis in Mon¬ 
rovia. 

After World War II Fr. Ed¬ 
win was a mission preacher 
in the Southwest and Mid¬ 
west. His last assignment 
was as chaplain of Mt. St. 
Joseph College, Cincinnati. 
He leaves a brother Stephen 
Ronan, Chicago attorney.
